Van Dusen and His Conclusions Made
the Bubject of Some 'Vitrolic
Comment by the Salmon
Packers.

That Columbla river fisheries have
forfelted all claim on the legislatures
of Oregon and Washington for protec-
tion against the ruin that is impending
is the sentiment of F. A. Seufert. mayor
and canneryman of The Dalles. And
Mr. Seufert threatens to tell the legls-
Iative committees so in plain English.

The gresd of fisheries and their de-
flance of law, Mr. Seufert says, war-
rant the legislatures in turning a deaf
ear to their plaints and in harkening
only to the general interest in perpe-
tuation of the salmon species. He
hopes that the lawmakers will ascertain
why Lhe closed season has not been
enforeed and will take means to drive

the fish wardens to their duty here-
after.

“Laws have been passed” he ex-
claimed iast night. “but where are the
fish wardens to enforce them and the
fishermen and cannerymen to observe
them? Money has been appropriated
for hatcheries, but where are the eggs
o keep them busy ™™
1 Effect of Law.

The immunity of Columbia river flsh-
ermen from punishment, he said, has
become an example for prostitution of
law on every salmon stream In the two
States. The bounty of the two states
has been abused braszen-facedly and
liberal appropriations for hatcheries
and wardens’ salaries have gone almost
for naught on account of the greed
and lawlessness of the fisheries.

Mr. Seufert operates below The
Dalles a form of gear which lower river
intérests desire to drive out of exist-
ence by legislation—wheels, Less than
€ per cent of the Columbia river pack
is caught by wheels, while the other
94 per cent is caught by seines, traps
and gilinets, the last named of which
take between §6 and 70 per cent at the
mouth of the Columbla and on the bar.
Mr. Seufert sayn that he has fought the
lower river Interests in the legislature
and Is not afrald of them again. He
points out that 95 per cent of the fish
taken by wheels and at hatcheries bear
marks of nets, showing how clean the
nels sweep the river of fish,

In the legislatures of the two stutes
this winter he and other wheelmen will
fight for regulation of all gear and abo.
litlon of none; for continuance of the
present closed seasons and for short-
ening of the summer open season. Low-
er river interests will contend for abo-
litlon of the spring and fall closed sea-
sons and substitution therefor of the
closed Bunday and for prohibition of
wheel fishing between June 1 and July
1. The busy time for wheels Is June.

The Early Runa.

~ [Barly runs of salmon which wers to
have been perpetuated by the apring
cdlosed season between March 1 and
April 15, Mr. Seufert sald bave been
almost exterminated, and the late
sohools which come in from the sea
during July and early in August are
‘practieally all that are left, because,
In splte of the destructlive work of fish-
ermen, they have been propagated by
Batcheries, while June and July fish
bave nearly perished from the waters
of the earth.

Now that the late hatchery salmon
arge all that remain, Mr. Seufert says
the flsheries are greedy (o amend the
law amended so they may not be hamp-
ared In catching what are left. Lower
river Interests, he declares, should mot
only fall to have the August clesed
season abellshed, but should be al-
lewed ocnly 18 dayy fishing in that
moath, as was the case up to passage
of the present law in 1908,

“Tidewater fishermen,” he remarked,
“Bave been calching salmon In season
and out, just as they pleaged, and have
defled the law and held fish wardens
ia contempt. On August 15 it was the
sworn duty of the wardens to stop flsh-
ing. Did they do it? Not they. Mr.
Van Dusen was gentle as usunl, and
sald softly It was no use to save sal-

tenslon of the closed season from
April 18 1o May 1 might help to resture
the ealy schools, The late schools, prop-
agated by hatcheries, are practically
the only ones left, And the lower
fisheries would destroy them, too, If
unrestrained,

“Each run of salmon |s so regular
that it appears In the river almost on
the same day each year—that la, If
not impeded by artificial obatacles an
glllnets on the bar. Years ago the
wheels of the Cascades used to take
large quantities of bluebacks, a variety
of salmon which made up nearly all of
the up-river pack. Those bluebacks
began to appear at the wheels about
April 2* of each year, and thelr arrival
Ald not vary three days from that time,
season to séason,

“But these flsh are almost entirely
gone. Why? Because they were not
propagated at hatcheries. This last
season our cannery packed only 245
cases of bluebacks; the season before

“Now, what does the disappearance
of the bluebacks prove? Just this:
They are one of the early spring
schools and like the others, have been
almost destroyed. It s the same with
the early runs of chinooks. Those big,
strong chinooks which used to
caught in the Columbla are hardly ever
seen now, This fact has been remarked
by everybody. It we had had hatcher-
fes to propagate the early schools as
has been done with the late runs, and
if the spring close season had been en-
forced, spring fish would be ns abund-
ant as autumn fish. But we did not
have such hatcherles and must adapt
ourselves to the conditions as they are
and improve them as we can, |

“What we have left (s the result of
previous legisiation, The supply of sal- |
mon has adapted itself to existing stat-
utes and we cannot change those stat-
utes without hazarding the Industry.
The early schools are gone, but late
schools are saved. ‘We can keep the
late fish If the wurdens will enforce
the law,

After Van Dusen.

“Mr. Van Dusen must resist the pres.
sure of Astoria interests if he would
save the fish from total annihllation
Competition among those interests Is
#0 severe and they are so bent on mak-
ing Immediate profit that they are haz-
arding their own future welfare, much
as they theoretically deslre to conserve
the fish. He should move his office
from Astorla and get away from that
pressure. Untll he does 50 he cannot
act impartially.”

Mr. Seufert deciared that the warn-
ing to the flisheries Is so obvious and
costly example of Puget sound is so
plain that there should be no heslta-
tion aboit enforcing the closed senson.
He added that It was necessary to pro.
hibit gillnet fishing on the bar In order
to let the fish have access to the river.
The fish warden has recommeéended a
Iaw to that end.

“I'm going to take a 360-fathom gill-
net up to the legislature and spread It
over the capitol,” sald Mr. Seufert. “so
as to let the members see for them-
selves what small chance salmon have
to enter the Columbla without golng
Into cans and plekle. There are more
than 1600 of such nets, about 700 miles
of them, and 40 fest deep. Is It any
wonder the salmon that escape to
hatcheries are so few that schools of
summer salmon are so late In coming
in from the sea?"
